THE BIBLE 


It may be recalled that the 
Bible is a collection of thirty- 
nine books. The name “Bible” is 
derived from the Greek word 
“biblos,” meaning a book. The 
Old Testament, a name frequent- 
ly given the Hebrew scriptures, 
is divided into three parts: the 
Pentateuch (from the , Greek 
meaning five books), The Proph- 
ets, and the Hagiographa (or 
later writings). 

The Pentateuch includes the 
first five books (they constitute 
the Torah, read at public services 
in the synagogue). The Prophets 
generally include the writings of 
Joshua, Judges, the two books of 
Samuel, the two books of Kings, 
the three major prophetic books, 
Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and 
the twelve books of the minor 
prophets, as follows: Hosea, Joel, 
Amos, Obadiah, Jonah, Micah, 
Nahum, Habakkuk, Zephaniah, 
Haggai, Zechariah, and Malachi. 
The Hagiographa or later writ- 
ings include the following: 
Psalms, Proverbs, Job, Song of 
Songs, Ruth, Lamentations, Ec- 
clesiastes, Esther, Daniel, Ezra, 
Nehemiah and the two books of 
Chronicles.

Switzerland this week assailed re- 


portations as ‘especially horrible 
in number and manner,” and ask- 
ed that the following program be 
proclaimed: 

“1, The church to which the 
Gospel has been entrusted through 
God’s mercy calls upon its mem- 
bers to pray for suffering Jewry 
and to do everything possible to 
relieve their sufferings. 

“9. The Church condemns the 
mockery and persecution of the 
Jewish people as a revolt against 
the creative will of God. 

“3. The Church feels itself es- 
pecially bound together with the 
fate of the Jewish people accord- 
ing to the New Testament. Anti- 
Semitism is irreconcilable with 
membership in the Christian com- 
munity.”

Mr. Canterbury 





T IS brought to me that a certain Episcopal 

church in New York has had to establish 

a quota for Jewish members of the congrega- 

tion. This is to say, the church is troubled lest 

it become too Jewish and so, like some hotel, 

it says it will take no more converts from Juda- 
ism after the quota has been reached. 

If there are too many Jews in the church the 
old Christian members may acquire a distaste 
for the congregation and get away from it, so 
that in the end it may turn out to be an all- 
Jewish church The victory of the congregation 
took steps against that possibility. 

This should not suggest to anybody that 
there is an immense exodus from Israel going 
on in New York Nor should it be thought I 
am making any churlish reflections against the 
Episcopalians, some of whom are my best 
friends. Indeed, I know them as Christian 
gentlemen and a Christian gentleman is one of 
whom I wish there were more in this horrible 
world. 

But a church that fixes a quota for Jews 
must be regarded as an interesting manifesta- 
tion of these times and a case history of the 
new members is timely. I am presenting the 
case of Mr. Canterbury whose name isn’t Can- 
terbury at all. I call him Canterbury because 
Canterbury is more in line with his now Episco- 
pal status It may have been Kantor for all 
I know. 

When the Canterburys thought of a new 
religion they went about the matter of choosing 
one with the same fastidious care with which 
Mrs. Canterbury always picks a hotel when 
they go away for the winter. 

Not that the Canterburys ever had made 
much of their old religion, ecxept as they re- 
garded it as an irritation. It was like Mr. Can- 
terbury’s nose which Mrs. Canterbury always 
regretted. She never threw up his nose to his 
face but in her secret heart she rebelled against 
it, particularly because it was something he was 
born with and couldn’t do anything about. 

Yet she felt she could be forebearing, inas- 
much as Mr. Canterbury had been a great suc- 
cess (Canterbury Fish, Butter and Egg Corp.) 
and they lived in a penthouse on Park Avenue. 

Yes, the old religion was like Mr Canter- 
bury’s nose, an inheritance of birth, yet it was 
not like Mr. Canterburys nose in that some- 
thing could be done about it. 

Even though they never had had anything 
to do with it, the old religion was forever im- 
pinging upon their being. They became aware 
of it especially on Yom Kippur when the streets 
were well nigh deserted because of Jews being 
in their synagogues. On that occasion they suf- 
fered because Jewish life was making itself so 
conspicuous by its absence from the affairs of 
the city. 

It was one thing or another. If on Yom 
Kippur Jews were too conspicuous by their 
absence, on all other days there were far too 
many of them, the way they crowded the 
streets. 

Thus the Canterburys were always being 
réminded of what they were. They would have 
been grateful to be allowed to forget it. The 
first of the Canterburys in America—he was the 
great grandfather—was like a skeleton in their 
closet. He had been a very pious man. He had 


left for his generations a pair of silver candle 
sticks. “This is all I have to bequeath to my 
children—these signs of our holy faith.” 

Mrs. Canterbury wished he had left a crest 
for her stationery rather. Jews, she felt, had no 
background, no Plymouth Rock, no ancestors 
who had slept in George Washington’s bed, no 
quaint ancestral Salem witches who were 
burned, no wrought iron doorknockers of which 
one might say, “This is from the door of our 
forefathers who had the handsome colonial 
palace in Virginia even before the revolution;” 
none of the historical antiquties that make coats 
of arms. No background at all. 

What made it all the more unendurable was 
the fact that though the Canterburys tried so 
hard to be in the least Jewish, they were always 
being kept out of the best places because they 
were considered Jewish. Mrs. Canterbury’s 
saddest memories had to do with unfriendly 
hotels. 

By these travails the Canterburys came at 
last to the idea of belonging to a Christian 
church. As Christian church people they could 
no longer be considered Jewish and old man 
Canterbury—the pious great grandfather — 
would become a buried skeleton instead of one 
who rattled so annoyingly in their closet. 

Mr. Canterbury left it all to his wife. She 
knew the best places. Mrs. Canterbury sur- 
veyed New York Christendom most carefully. 
The Presbyterians? Well, yes, but a study of 
the newspapers showed that they didn’t have 
all the big weddings and funerals. The Bap- 
tists? They had a nice church on Fifth Avenue 
but they seemed to be out of it altogether. The 
elimination finally left them at the door of the 
Episcopal church, a choice that was satisfying 
enough. 

The Christian policy of this church was 
not like that of the hotels from which Mrs. Can- 
terbury had suffered. The Canterburys were 
welcomed at once into the confession. They 
were the first Jews at the Communion table. 

Yet as time went on they became horribly 
aware of being crowded again, even in the quiet 
sanctuary of this Episcopal church. Jews! It 
seems that other Jews seeing how comfortable 
the Canterburys had been made in the Episco- 
pal church—after all the frustrations they had 
suffered in hotels—came also to take the bread 
and wine of the communion. 

It was almost smothering. At Sunday ser- 
vices Jews sat on the left of the Canterburys and 
also to the right of them, Jews in front and 
Jews behind. Mrs. Canterbury said there 
seemed no escaping Jews. “If his keeps up,” 
she added whimsically, ‘our church will be just 
another synagogue.” 

The Canterburys have been feeling more 
comfortable since the quota on Jews was es- 
tablished in the church. Until that occurred 
they had been thinking of transferring their 
membership to some other church. “Really,” 
says Mr. Canterbury, “there should be some 
room left in church for Christians.” 

I hope now that the Canterburys will settle 
down to be a Christian gentleman and a Christ- 
ian lady than which I knew nothing more noble 
to be—unless it is to be a Jewish gentleman 
and a Jewish lady.

Dear Boys and Girls: 

Well, here we are together 
again, and believe me it’s nice 
seeing you all again looking so 
fine and healthy. I received some 
mail from some of you, so sup- 
pose I answer that first and then 
we get on to our regular business. 

T. G. (a girl writes from Toron- 
to, Canada: “Dear Uncle Charley, 
I just finished reading the Child- 
ren’s Corner and as soon as I was 
through, I know that you were 
the person to turn to with my spe- 
cial problem. Perhaps what you 
have to say to me will interest 
the rest of the readers of the Cor- 
ner. Anyway, will you please tell 
me what I can do for our perse- 
cuted Jews? I know I’m a young 
girl, but still I read the papers 
and I see what is happening to so 
many Jews over there, and I wish 
there were something I could do. 
Uncle Charley, what do you sug- 
gest?” 


My answer to T. G. applies to 
other “Corner-ites” as well. Chil- 
dren, the most you can do for 
our people in these hard times is: 
be better Jews than ever. You 
see, our enemies abroad are try- 
ing to kill the bodies of hundreds 
of thousands of Jews over there; 
at the same time, they want to 
weaken our spirit. The thing 
that they want most not to hap- 
pen to Jewish boys and girls in 
free countries like the United 
States and Canada is to hear that 
they’re going to ‘schul” and to 
Hebrew school in greater numbers 
than ever, and joining up with 
all sorts of Jewish clubs. So, T. 
G., and those like you, take a hint.

Today I am going to tell you 
about the Story of Chanukah; and 
next time, being that this holiday 
is such a long one, I am going to 
tell you a Chanukah story. So, 
lend an ear. 

I suppose that most of you know 
that on Chanukah, or as we call 
it in English, the Feast of Lights, 
we kindle special Chanukah can- 
dles every night for eight nights; 
we eat special Jewish dishes call- 
ed “latkes”; and we sing holiday 
songs and we play holiday games. 

Well, I’m not too sure how many 
of my readers know the reason 
behind Chanukah. Why do we cel- 
ebrate this holiday? What’s be- 
hind it all? What does Chanukah 
mean? Is it really an important 


| Jewish holiday? 


And in answer to all those ques- 





tions, I want you all to join me 
as we turn back the pages of 
Jewish history, many, many, 
years. We are now in Palestine, 
which is a small country com- 
pared to the great empires that 
lie all around it. This is, of course, 
the Land of the Jews; but at this 
particular black period in Jewish 
history, the country is under the 
government of the Greeks, who 
also rule many other lands. 


The land that has always been 
known as “flowing with milk and 
honey” is now quite desolate — 
that is, the farms are deserted, the 
fields are now growing fruits and 
vegetables, there is disease every- 
where, and unhappiness is the 
keyword to the situation of the 
Jews at this sad time. And the 
Greeks, who are the victorious 
conquerers, do not wish to kill off 
the people or enslave them. These 
Greeks want only one thing, and 
they will stop at nothing in order 
to achieve their aim: They don’t 
want the Jews to continue being 
Jews. They want the Jews to 
believe in the same idols (you 
know, statues of wood and rock 
that were supposed to be all sorts 
of ‘gods”) that they believed in. 
In other words, they wanted to 
destroy the Jewish spirit. 


So, without stopping to think 
what would happen afterwards, 
these Greek conquerers tried to 
stop Jewish religion from being 
practiced. Jews were not allowed 
to eat kosher food, nor were they 
allowed to attend synagogues, nor 
wer ethey allowed to sutdy Torah, 
were they allowed to study Torah, 
their children anything about the 
Jewsih religoin. It was a pretty 
awful mess for the Jews. The 
Greeks used to take over all the 
synagogues and turn them into 
places where they worshipped 
their idols: they would bring 
smelly pigs into the Holy Temple 
at Jerusalem. 


Many Jews were discouraged, 
and many took on the ways of the 
Greeks. But the majority wanted 
to rebel, and throw the invader 
out of the country. But there was 
no one who could lead them in a 
rebellion of that sort. Until— 

Until one day, in a small town 
in Palestine, called Modin, an 
aged father called his five grown 
and husky sons about him, and 
said: 

“My sons, as God is true, I want 
you to know tha twhat I am going 
to say to you now is the right 
thing. My sons, there is no one 
in all of Eretz Israel who hates 
and despises these Godless Greeks 
more than our family, for are we 
not members of the Hasmonean 
family? You my sons, are young 
and strong, you are capable, with 
the Lord’s help to lead a revolt 
against the Greeks. If anyoue 
wants to back out—let him speak. 
I thought not. My sons, Judah, is 
your oldest brother, he will be 
your chief. Go forth into every 
corner of our land. Organize our 
Jews, teach them how to fight, 
give them a little courage. Save 
Israel, my sons, save Israel.” 

For months and months these 
five brothers went all over Eretz 
Israel. The whole population pre- 
pared for battle. Everywhere, 
Jews were waiting for the day 
when the Maccabees (the brothers 
called themselves Maccabees, be- 
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cause in Hebrew it means “ham- 
merers,”’ and whenever they at- 
tacked any Greeks, they beat 
them with the strength of many 
hammers) would give the word. 
And finally the word came; Jews 
rose in revolt! The Greeks were 
chased out of Eretz Israel, never 
to return; their idols were burnt. 
And in the Holy Temple at Jeru- 
salem, the Maccabees came across 
a miracle. They were cleaning 
the Temple, and as it was custom- 
ary for a small bottle of oil to 
burn always. The oil in the Tem- 
ple had to be especially prepared, 
and when the Maccabees found 
enough oil for only one day, and 
this oil lasted eight days, they de- 
clared it a holiday and all the 
Jews were told to light candles 
for eight days in honor of the 
miracle. 

The name Chanukah comes 
from the Hebrew word that means 
“re-cleaning,” for on this holiday, 
the Jews re-cleaned their Beth 
Hamikdash (Holy Temple). And 
I’m sure that no one has to be told 
why we sing and play and eat 
heartily on this joyous Jewish 
holiday.

EDICATION in Chicago on December 15th 
of the George Washington-Robert Morris- 
Haym Salomon monument provides an oppor- 
tunity for those so inclined to dwell upon the 
contribution of Jews to the foundation of the 
United States, but for the sake of this editorial, 
it is pointed out that up until a few years ago 
the name of Haym Salomon wouldn’t have 
evoked even a flicker of recognition from any 
representative Jewish audience. 

It is the old, old story of the ignorance of 
the Jews about the Jew. 

When Rabbi J. Marshall Taxay of Terre 
Haute, as chairman of the Adult Jewish Educa- 
tion Committee of District No. 2 Grand Lodge 
of B’nai B’rith published as part of his com- 
mittee’s work a series of brochures telling of 
the contribution made by Jews to the early 


history of the nation, the lodges were astonished. 
From Seixas to Touroh to Moses Wolf on up 
until almost the present, the history of the Jews 
of the United States was absolutely unfamiliar 
to the descendants of those concerned. 

What is indicated, even if only as a supple- 
mentary to the real necessity, is a series of 
books, of biographies, of histories and historical 
novels which might in part bring to the atten- 
tion of the U. S. Jewry their history in this land. 

The Chicago Daily News points out edi- 
torially that: “George Washington and Robert 
Morris have had honors aplenty, but Haym Sal- 
omon has been sadly overlooked, and he is the 
really noteworthy figure in the new statue.” 

The Daily News had the non-Jews in mind, 
so The Post will just say the same thing for 
the Jewish public.

This is how he wrote it: “Re-open 
Dor.-Matt. School September 2.”

Orthodox Jews Cannot Go To Reform Ser- 
vices, Rabbi Oscar Z. Fasman, of Ottawa, Can., 
says—Specifically, the Loyalty viewpoint pro- 
tests against the notion that organizations which 
are not affiliated with a congregation should 
alternate their religious interests between syn- 
agogue and temple. When members of a re- 
form temple pray in a synagogue, or eat in its 
banquet hall, they violate none of their con- 
victions, whereas an orthodox Jew is forbidden 
to participate in a reform service—with its un- 
covered heads, organ music, mutilated prayer 
book—or to eat from the reform kitchen that 
disregards the dietary laws. In many com- 
munities, as a pertinent instance, the Hadassah 
Sabbath, or the A. Z. A. Sabbath, will be ob- 
served in the synagogue one year and in the 
temple the next. This procedure is advanced 
as a policy of remaining neutral in matters of 
religion. (Reminiscent, perhaps, of the Jewish 
and Catholic lads whose friendship found them 
together in a restaurant one Friday, and the 
ham and eggs order was divided by having the 


eggs served to the Catholic boy, and the ham 
to the Jewish!) Cases can be cited of a funeral 
service for an old father or mother Who was 
very devout, where the children summoned a 
European rabbi to speak in Yiddish out of 
respect to the deceased, and a reform rabbi 
who stood bareheaded to deliver a eulogy for 
the benefit of younger listeners; although the 
departed would have been outraged by the 
second speaker, praise flowed for the intelli- 
gent management. 

According to those responsible for the Hil- 
lel foundations in our country, the directors in 
charge are appointed on an impartial, neutral 
basis. Curiously enough, this neutrality has 
placed a majority of reform rabbis, a minority 
of conservative rabbis, and not a single ortho- 
dox rabbi at the head of Hillel work—and Hillel, 
let it be remembered, draws the preponderant 


_ Majority of its Jewish students from decidedly 


traditional homes. If the man whose primary 
function on a campus is to supervise the relig- 
ious requirement of Jewish students will eat 
bacon himself, what sense remains in speaking 
of neutrality? Surely a reform Jewish student 
cannot be weaned away from his training if 
the Hillel director does not drive around on 
Shabbos, while a youth from a Sabbath-observ- 
ing home may easily be misled by a spiritual 
leader who does. But such is neutrality. At one 
university, the rabbi wears a skull cap while 
conducting the service, but the service is held 
in the reform temple, where men are dis- 
couraged from keeping their hats on—but this 
is neutrality!
